PASTOR'S PERSPECTIVE 



"Do not forget to entertain strangers, for by so doing some people 
have entertained angels without knowing it. " Hebrews 1 3:2 

ON OUR FOCUS AS A CONGREGATION: 

As I mentioned in a recent sermon, I personally believe that all 
churches have the same mission: to "make disciples of all na- 
tions." Although we may be disappointed with the recent ELCA 
vote which seems to be out of step with the Genesis 2 vision of 
marriage, I pray that FCLC might stay focused on making disciples 
here . As we know, church denominations will come and go, but 
we confess that "we believe in the holy catholic church," which 
transcends any earthly denominations. Indeed, many of us believe 
that we are moving into a "post-denominational" future where 
congregations might either be fairly "independent" in their de- 
nominational associations, and /or they may have multiple associa- 
tions within this "holy catholic" church. 

ON OUR CORE VALUES...AND OUR HOSPITALITY: 

Hopefully most visitors can spot our core values readily! "To be a 
church that is: 

t Bible-centered 

t Prayer-centered 

t Worship-centered with an inspirational blend 
t Kid-friendly 
t Visitor-friendly 

t A model of the Priesthood of Believers 

t A model of first-fruits giving." 
That's us, don't you think? Mostly... but you know what? Lately, 
I've had to confront the uncomfortable truth that as we grow, it 
may be harder for newer families to "break in" and feel at home 
than perhaps in the past when we were a smaller church. Please 
join me in reaching out to those who might be new in our midst: 
inviting them to Sunday school or to Bible study or the next fel- 
lowship event that you are aware of from the bulletin or to join 
your table for Wednesday suppers. 

ON OUR PASTORAL CARE: 

Also in our discipleship, I believe that there is a direct connection 
between pastoral care and worship attendance; and through the 
years whenever I've noticed a "plateau" in attendance, almost 
always that has meant that our pastoral care has been lacking. As 
much as I sometimes worry about "bugging" people with multiple 
phone messages, many times I've been thanked that the church

"calls and cares." Since one of our core values is to model that we are the "Priesthood of all Believers," let's 
work together on this. Is there someone you haven't seen for a while? Give them a call or send them an email : 
"We've missed you... how are you doing?" 

ON OUR NEW MEMBER ASSIMILATION: 

Is it possible to grow too fast? Sometimes, and often for churches, that means losing new members out the "back 
door" while new people are coming in the "front door." Studies indicate that churches have about six weeks to 
get new members involved; after that it's much harder because they will have decided that they are not needed, 
or they'll slip into inactivity, or they'll simply slip away altogether. While some people are "self-starters" and 
they quickly jump into church activities, most folks need encouragement and personal invitations to get involved . 
While the challenge of this task usually falls primarily on church staff and council, truly it is best if we all work 
together to welcome and encourage the involvement of our new members. Thanks for your help in this vital min- 
istry! 

One way that we can help our new members is by wearing our nametaqs. We really haven't emphasized this 
much in recent years, but truly it would be helpful. How many times have you shared the peace with someone 
and wished you could remember their name? It's happened to all of us! As I always say when we pass the peace, 
"we encourage you to learn new names!" Wearing nametags would help all of us. If you have lost yours, please 
contact the office. 

In most churches I have visited, people do not offer their names during the passing of the peace. Since we are 

"not your typical Lutheran church," let's be different in this regard also. Try to ALWAYS say the other person's 

name; for example: 

t "The peace of the Lord, ' name '" 

t "God's peace, ' name '" 

t "Good morning, help me remember your name..." 
t "You look familiar, have we met?" 

t "I think we met awhile back, help me remember your name...". 

As with the old TV show "Cheers," let's be the church where "everyone knows our name!" 

ON OUR WEDNESDAY NIGHT LIVE MINISTRY: 

Wow! Brit says we have been averaging about 120 kids each of the past two Wednesdays. Thank you for entrust- 
ing your kids to us - it's an honor and a privilege to be a part of shaping and encouraging their faith. As you can 
imagine, it requires a "team effort" on our part; and if you can help in any way, please let us know. Although we 
have been blessed with an outstanding team of volunteers, we can always use more help with teaching, drama, 
singing, feeding, crafts, games, and "crowd" control! 

Youth and families are all invited to join us for supper each Wednesday at 5:30 PM . Families are taking turns 
pairing up to provide the meals. This is a great fellowship opportunity. Something new this year is a five-minute 
opening in the Fellowship Hall where we all join together in prayer and song to start the evening. Come grow 
with us! 

ON OUR CANDLELIGHT COMMUNION SERVICE EVERY WEDNESDAY AT 7:00 PM: 

Spread the word! This is a neat service and it is a thrill to hear our young people sing and pray. We are blessed 
to have Elizabeth Pugh leading the music with our Leap of Faith worship team. Especially if you missed the week- 
end services or if you expect to miss the weekend worship services, come join us for Wednesday worship! 

ON OUR FALL BUDGETING PROCESS: 

Our church budget is probably somewhat similar to your family budget — we cannot always get everything we 
want! Nevertheless, we have been SO blessed! Once again we pray that the Holy Spirit would lead and guide us 
that we might be faithful to God's plan and purpose for our church. 

Once again, we have the opportunity to make a faithful response to a God who has given us everything we have 
with our "Estimate of Giving" cards. We have been blessed with a number of "tithers" in our church — people 
who give at least 10% of their income to various charitable causes. If you are not there yet, one simple way to 
grow in your giving is by increasing it 1% (of your total annual income) each year. I invite you to have a plan for 
growing in your giving because over and over, I have observed that churches and individuals who simply give the 
"leftovers" of the income, usually do not have much "left over." We hope we are setting a good example as a 
congregation by "giving away" the first 20% of our offerings to various outreach ministries, and certainly we have 
found that in putting "others" first, God has been more than generous in providing for our needs as a congrega- 
tion.

t $6,288 for Longmont Habitat for Humanity to build a 
home for a local couple. 

t $5,000 to subsidize the cost to individuals for FCLC's 
new Counseling Ministry. 

t $1 ,000 financial assistance to enable Lutheran evan- 
gelists from remote villages in Liberia to attend a 
semester of training at the Totota. 

t $2,500 for the construction of three additional 
classrooms for the Marfeleh Academy school in 
Gbonyea, Liberia.

CONSECRATION WEEKEND IS COMING 



Congregations that approach financial stewardship from 
a biblical perspective do not view the money Christians 
give to their church merely as a way to pay its bills. 
Rather, such congregations see financial contributions 
as a way to help people grow spiritually in their rela- 
tionship with God by supporting their church's mission 
and ministry with a percentage of their incomes. 

Last year, the Stewardship Committee selected the New 
Consecration Sunday Stewardship Program as a way to 
teach the biblical and spiritual principles of generous 
giving in our stewardship education emphasis. We are 
using this program again this year. 

You probably remember from last year that New Conse- 
cration Sunday is based on the biblical philosophy of the 
need of the giver to give for his or her own spiritual de- 
velopment, rather than on the need of the church to 
receive. Instead of treating people like members of a 
social club who should pay dues, we will treat people 
like followers of Jesus Christ who want to give unself- 
ishly as an act of discipleship. New Consecration Sun- 
day encourages people toward proportionate and sys- 
tematic giving in response to the question, "What per- 
centage of my income is God calling me to give?" 

During worship on Consecration Weekend, we are asking 
our attendees and members to make their financial 
commitments to our church's missionary, benevolent, 
and educational ministries in this community and around 
the world. 

Every attendee and member who completes an Estimate 
of Giving Card does so voluntarily by attending worship 
on Consecration Weekend. We urge people to attend 
who feel strongly opposed to completing a card. The

Goings 
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YOUTH AND FAMILY 

Brit Windel Hello Youth and Families at Faith. My heart has been very heavy coming into 

Youth and Family this fall with things going on across the U.S. and more importantly here with our 

Ministries very own students. It seems our workaholic mentality and just constantly filling 

Brit@fclc.org our schedule with more and more is being replicated by our youth of today. 

If you would give this a quick read before getting to the rest of the newsletter: 

Joshua 24:15, "Choose you this day whom ye will serve; whether the gods 

which your fathers served that were on the other side of the flood, or the gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye 
dwell: but as for me and my house, we will serve the LORD. " 

If I made the statement of "running kids to soccer/hockey/football/tennis games all weekend" many of you would 
probably shout a big "I hear you"! These past few months of chatting with the students as school has started back has 
really concerned me in hearing the same thing again and again: "Brit, I'm exhausted...TIRED...TOO BUSY... STRESSED 
OUT with all that is going on." This worries me as statistics are showing a high increase in teenage depression 
brought on by "busyness." Our culture is all about being busy and "productive" to show our worth and importance. 
Jesus understood this even back in His day. Which is probably why he spoke a beautiful peaceful reminder to "come 
unto me all you who are exhausted and tired, for I will give you rest. " Matthew 11. He saw how mentally and physi- 
cally exhausted the people of his day were and reminded them of the promise that God calls us to rest and love Him. 
(Not saying that we shouldn't work or be productive-just remember to find our rest throughout the day and week in 
God.) 

Since I am not a parent myself, I pray for God to give us some ideas to help our youth and families "make spaces" and 
find time to breathe and rest in God. We do this through Wednesday Night Live, Sunday school, mission trips, re- 
treats, conferences, weekend worship, Saturday Night Outs, and other social events in hopes that our youth take ad- 
vantage of opportunities to find rest from their everyday life and grow in their relationship with God and with others. 
Something we have been seeing come up though is that our youth are even becoming too busy for this. With games, 
dances, extra curricular activities, and matches now being held on Sundays, we ask what day can we really find "rest" 
now as a family? 

I don't have any answers or proof -positive ways of remedying this in a family. I just feel very burdened as I read 
what's going on in the lives of our youth and seeing just how drained our children are when they are here. To help us 
see on a time scale what might be happening, I did the following: 

Most students have to be at school for 7 to 8 hours a day, with 2 to 4 hours of homework each night. Factor in 
sports practice/extra curricular activities, and you got another 2-4 hours, equaling at least 11 to 16 hours each 
day! There are only 24 hours in each day, so when you factor in the recommended 8 hours of sleep you may be 
out of your daily limit of hours! Where is time spent with family? More importantly, is there time being made to 
spend with God? I know in my own busy life of working on my Masters and spending time with families, I even 
struggle to find time to remember that God wants me to sit with Him and hear what He has for me. 

Another bit of data I want us to look at is sphere of influences on our youth and their upbringing. Most psychology 
stats on healthy/unhealthy influences used to break down the sphere of influences (influences of both positive and 
negative) into three groups that are pretty simple: 

t Family: 60-70% 

t Religiosity (meaning belief system): 20-25%, 
t "Other" (being school, TV, friends, etc.): 10-20%. 

Within the past 10 years these numbers have SADLY changed. Family still 
holds the largest influence base from 60-70%, religiosity and "other" have 
switched as the "other" category is quickly gaining more and more influ- 
ence on the positive and negative forces in our youths' lives. It would 
seem more and more as parents and ministers, we need to protect our- 
selves and our youth from being sucked into the busyness the world tries 
to pull them into. Now these numbers don't speak of the amount of TIME 
being spent in these areas. If we look above at the amount of time stu- 
dents spend elsewhere outside of family and church, the "other" gets a lot 
more time than family and church put together. 

We must be even more vigilant as the church and parents to make sure the 
influence and direction we are giving our youth is healthy and helpful in 
their mental, physical, and spiritual growth.

I'm not here to just give a math lesson, but to ask you 
as families, how can we, Faith Community as a whole, 
help reinforce God's love and desire for a personal rela- 
tionship in every area of our family life not just on a 
Sunday morning or Wednesday night? One suggestion 
that Education and Youth & Family are working on is a 
parent newsletter to start going out to parents with 
helpful hints on talking to your kids about issues, Bible 
study ideas to do with your family, topical discussions, 
and calendar events for the family and helpful seminars 
for parents. If this is something you would like to sign 
up for and receive, please email us at either 
brit@fclc.org or nanette@fclc.org ; and we will get your 
name on the email list. 

Another idea which I am really excited about will be 
beginning this month. Starting October 11 th , the High 
School ministry will begin Small Groups at night. Five to 
eight students will pair up with one to two adult leaders 
to do a Bible study and talk about what is going on in 
their lives. Through these groups, a close-knit, caring 
community can develop between our youth and leaders 
that will show the journey of the adult with the youth. 
We are starting this on Sunday nights because it seems 
that every other night of the week youth are just 
slammed with homework and sports. They aren't able to 
commit to coming to "one more thing". We have some 
amazing leaders who are coming on board and are ex- 
cited to see God use them in this process as a Small 
Group leader. As a leader, they will get all the material 



the week before and will just have to show up to care 
about and love our students. Students show up with 
their Bibles and hopefully all the baggage of the week 
so that the leader and other youths can help each other 
sort through things going on. I am really excited about 
the possibilities of these groups bringing a new fresh 
breath to the youth ministry. For more information as a 
parent or if you want to get plugged in to serve in this 
ministry, please contact brit@fclc.org . 

Also for your calendar: the S.n.S (Saturday Night Some- 
where). Starting in November on a monthly basis we 
will be having Saturday night events at Rob and Dawn 
Baas' house for the High School students and Lee and 
Tanja Nelson's house for the Middle School students. 
This is a time for total hangout and fellowship. Stu- 
dents come together to just see how life is going, eat 
junk food, play some games, and take a breather from 
everything that's going on. Check the FCLC calendar for 
addresses and times. I am super excited about starting 
these up again with some new leaders! 

God is doing some great things in this church and 
through our ministries. I hope and pray that no one is 
left behind or left out of what all God is doing and 
wanting to do in your life. Get connected and stay con- 
nected through the Grace of our Father. Amen! See 
you out there!
